Most unusual at the time of the 
year, a. severe squall swept over. 
Canton ‘and vicinity : yesterday, 
eousing much damage. and, it fs 
feared, considerable loss: of life;

Steamers arriving from Canton 
report that {t could not be ancer- 
tained from the river how much 
damage was caused in the city, 
although it ia belleved that pro- 
perty suffered to a considerable 
extent. A big: matshed theatre 
near the shore was completely 
destroyed, On__ the river, 
numerous vessels were seen 
ashore. ° mie ; 

Aa far as can be gathored, o 
terrific gnle, accompanied « by 
heavy rain, suddenly developed at 
nbout 3 p.m. yesterday and passed 
‘overiCanton, leaving a trail .of 
wreckage behind, Many Mahtly- 
built structures were blown away, 
while énmpans either capsized or 
smashed against ‘one ‘another, 
throwing thelr occupants into the 
river. Some were saved but the 
loss of life fs believed. ‘to haye 
been considerable. 

When - a Hongkong-Canton, 
steumer, passed Whampoa at about 
6 p.m. four vessels were seen to 
have capsized; these being A 
Chineso passenger bont, under- 
stood to be capable of carrying 
about 300 passengers, two. paddle, 
steamera and a ‘big lighter. 
According to a report, thege craft 
left Canton at about 2.80 p.m. 
with many ‘passengers on board. 


Further down the river, n large 
salt junk was Been on. onc side 0 
the river with her mast blown 
away, while a little distance from 
this boat was a steam Jaunch also 
ashore, It appears that the 
launch had been towing the junk, 
from which she was separated by 
the force of the wind. 
~ Along the river, several other 


boats were seen to have either]: 


capsized.or blown ashore, In the 
latter category’ were three cargo 
boats, -tho occupants | of which 
were busy. bailing out water.
